United States Leads France in Miles 
of Improved Highways— State 
Aid Now in Effect. 


According to the Good He ads Year 
Book of the American Highway asso­ 
ciation, recently issued. America now 
has 6,000 miles more of good roads 
than France, the total for this coun­ 
try now amounting to 31,000 miles. Of 
this 5,000 miles were built In 1912 and 
about 6,000 in 1914. making a total of 
over one-third of the entire mileage of 
the good roads of the country. 
New Jersey was the pioneer state to 
provide state aid for public highways, 
in 189!, and Massachusetts and Ccm 
necticut soon followed, but it is only 
during the last ten vears that tho 
state aid policy has been in effect to 
r.ny considerable extent.
